THE HON JOHN H. BO TH W ELL 


He is In a “Receptive” Mood^ But Not 
Certain Whether He Will Make 
Canvass of the State. 


J ohn H. Bothwell, of Sedalia, yes­ 
terday announced that he would place 
his candidacy for the republican gu­ 
bernatorial nomination in the hands 
of his friends, with the statement that 
they could do with it as they deemed 
best, says Saturday’s St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
This action is taken be­ 
cause of the many demands from dif­ 
ferent parts of the state 
that 
Mr. 
Bothwell allow the use of his name. 
It is altogether 
probable 
that 
his 
friends will organize to push bis can­ 
didacy. 
When seen yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Bothwell, who arriv ed from Sedalia 
on business, said in reply to a ques­ 
tion as to whether he would be a can­ 
didate for the republican nomination 
for gov ernor: 
Not W illing Heretofore. 
•'I hav e not been willing to regard 
myself as a candidate for the nomina­ 
tion, although during the past year or 
more I hav e been v ery kindly 
men­ 
tioned in that connection by personal 
and political friends, 
and 
through 
friendly items in the newspapers of 
the state. 
My business interests and 
activ ities during the past six months 
hav e been such as to make it undesir­ 
able that I should giv e much thought 
or time to such matters.” 
“ Hav e you not been fav ored by res- 
- oiutions in some of the counties re­ 
cently as a candidate for gov ernor?” 
asked the reporter. 
“ Yes, in Pettis county and in sev eral 
other counties, resolutions were adop­ 
ted commending me as a candidate 
for gov ernor. This was done without 
consulting me, and I much appreciate 
the v oluntary compliments paid me in 
that way. I suppose I could hav e re­ 
ceiv ed such compliments in a good 
many other counties had I not with­ 
held my consent, and made my friends 
feel that I was not ready for such in­ 
dorsements.” 
la a Receptive Candidate. 
Asked whether or not he would be 
regarded by the rank and file as a can­ 
didate, he replied: 
“ I suppose that I may as well accept 
that v iew of the situation, and consid­ 
er myself as a receptiv e candidate, at 
least. 
I hav e generally av oided 
re­ 
sponsibilities of that kind, and hav e 
at times positiv ely refused 
nomina­ 
tions that would hav e been 
highly 
honorable to me, yet I hav e seldom 
positiv ely refused a position of hon­ 
orable duty in party or public affairs.” 
“ Will you make an activ e prelimi­ 
nary campaign,” was asked, “ and seek 
the nomination, as is generally done 
by candidates? ”

Opposes Personal Fights- 
*‘I do not wish to discuss candidates 
or opponents. 
Other gentleincn hav e 
been mentioned and commended, and 
some are activ ely asiiiring the honor, 
and I do not consider them as my 
opponenis particularly, nor do I wish 
to a ssume the position 
of opposing 
them. 
They are all gentlemen of abil­ 
ity and distinction, and each of them 
is my persona^ friend. 
There will be 
: no personal or factional antagonisms 
I stirred up in the campaign with my 
consent. 
If I become the candidate of 
^ the republican party it will bo with 
the free will and consent of the party 
delegates, and I will not be the candi- 
i date of a faction, but of the whole 
i party, and will deslíe the support of 
' all the party, and I will hope to hav e 
(he confidence and support of ev ery 
clement of the party. The friends and 
supporters of other candidates will 
hav e nothing but good will and fair 
j w’ords from me, and I will trust them 
j and their friends to show me the sa me 
fav ors and consideration that I show 
to other candidates.”

’ roundhouse.” 
The work upon both buildings is 
progressing rapidly, reports Mr. Cot­ 
ter. 
“ If Kansas yields a good wheat 
crop this year, the Missouri Pacific 
and its patrons as w’cll will hav e no 
occasion to worry about the depres­ 
sion that usually accompanies a presi­ 
dential election,” remarked the ofll- 
cial. 
“ By the time that grain begins 
to mov e, our road will be fully pre­ 
pared to handle all that It can buy 
and all that is consigned to it, despite 
j the recent statement of certain trans­ 
portation fixers that the Missouri Pa­ 
cific would in the future decline to 
haul grain to or from Kansas City.” 
During his v isit yesterday, Mr. Cot- 
con- 
structlng tracks in conjunction with 
the Nelson Morris Packing company’s 
new plant. Two tracks leading to the 
plant hav e already been installed, and 
the Missouri Pacific will construct six 
more. The first two were laid without 
reference.to high water mark. Work 
will be begin today to raise them so 
that they will lie 
abov e 
the flood 
mark. 
In this respect, the buildings 
and tracks of the Missouri Pacific in 
the East bottoms hav e also been erec­ 
ted with a v iew to security.

One of the most elaborate, artistic 
and beautiful displays of school work

Under the regulations for the com­ 
petition the best displays from fiv e 
schools were to be selected, to be for­ 
warded to the World’s Fair, but the 
best of the fiv e was to hav e the honor 
of entering into competition with the 
schools of the remainder of the coun­ 
ties in the state. 
The displays made yesterday at the 
court house were exceedingly perfect, 
surpassing in effect, arrangement and 
artistic classification

The strange part of the continnanoe 
was that the woman herself expressed 
a keen desire to go on with the trial, 
and that the postponement occurred 
at the conclusion of the plaintilTs 
side of the case and at the instance 
of the Missouri Pacific’s attorney. He 
represented that the fainting condi- 
^tion of Mrs. North might operate upon 
|the jury to the prejudice of the de­ 
fendant company. 
The woman herself Insisted 
that 
she would nev er be better able to ap­ 
pear in court than at present. 
Her 
attorney discussed before his client 
the likelihood of her death, stating 
that she would in all probability die 
before her case should again be called 
for trial.
